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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 4/26/06 
has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 31 , 32 and 36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 31, 32 and 36 are depended on canceled claims 30 and 34. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 21-24, 27 and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by 
or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Essery (2,134,865). 
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Essery discloses, in fig. 1 , a container comprising first and second side panels, 
front and rear panels; an aperture 23 located on the front panel; a cavity (a space 
at the bottom) fully accessible from an opening without opening a panel (when 
the door 28 is leaving opened no door is install); the opening is located below the 
aperture; and the cavity is capable of accommodating at least a portion of a cup. 
To the degree it can be argued that Essery does not teach the cavity fully 
accessible from an opening in the front panel without opening a panel because the 
container includes a door 20 to close the cavity. It would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art to make the container of Essery without a door as one 
preferred to conveniently access to the bottom cavity for taking items stored in the 
cavity. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 21-24, 27 and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Doughtty (1,778,248). Doughty discloses, in figs. 1 and 2, a 
container comprising a bottom cavity 27 having an opening 30; an aperture 2 for 
accommodating a dispensing assembly located above the opening. 

Doughty does not teach the container being rectangular configuration having 
panels as claimed. 
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It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to make the Doughty container with a rectangular 
configuration as one desired, since such a modification would have involved a 
mere change in the shape of a component. A change in shape is generally 
recognized as being within the level of ordinary skill in the art. In re Rose, 105 
USPQ 237 (CCPA 1955). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 25 and 26 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

9. Claims 29 and 35 are allowed.

10. Applicants arguments with respect to claims 21-24, 27, 28, 31 , 32 and 36 have 
been considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
